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DOWD SAYS CITY 
EARNINGS TAX IS 
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ENFORCEMENT 


Expenses of Operating 
Circuit Attorney Of- 
fice Paid by St. Louis, 
He Says in Plea for 


Charter Plan Vote. 
The earnings tax charter 


amendment is important to law 
enforcement, Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd said today in 
urging passage of the home-rule 
measure to be submitted to the 
voters on Sept. 30. 


In a talk broadcast by Post- 
Dispatch Radio Station KSD, he 
explained that the budget for 
his office is set by the Missouri 
Legislature, but the expenses of 
operating the office are paid by 
the city out of the municipal 
operating fund. This fund de- 
rives $8,000,000 a year from the 
earnings tax. 

“If the charter amendment is 
beaten,” Dowd warned, “the” 


soon lose the earnings tax for 
good. In that event the city will 
quickly be in financial trouble. 
It will have to economize on the 
offices it directly controls. It 
will have to cut services, lay off 
employes. 

“The Legislature may well 
feel compelled to cut the bud- 
gets of state-controlled but city- 
supported offices such as that 
of the Circuit Attorney.” 

Budget ‘Barely Adequate.’ 

Dowd said the present budget 
of the Circuit Attorney’s office 
is “barely adequate,” and any re- 
duction would have a serious 
effect on law enforcement. 

“The number of felony cases 
we must try is up about 20 per 
cent ever two years ago,” he de- 
clared. “Any reduction in our 
budget would result in serious 
delays in the prosecution of 
criminal cases. There would be 
long waiting periods between the 
time a man was charged with a 
criminal offense and the time he 
was brought to trial. 

“This would make it more dif- 
ficult for us to produce the wit- 
nesses we need to convict the 
guilty. It would work a terrible 
hardship on the innocent. Some 
would have to spend months in 
jail because they could not af- 
ford a bondsman.” 

The city’s facilities for the 
custody and trial of prisoners 
are “less than satisfactory,” the 
Circuit Attorney continued.

Scientists New 


Studies Put Age 


Of Earth at About 4 Billion Years '’ 


ROME, Sept. 20 (AP) — Ex- 
perts said today the earth is a 
lot older than was previously 
thought—probably 4,200,000,000 
years, give or take 10 per cent. 

Men who write the textbooks 
told scientists at the World Con- 
ference on Geophysics that this 
figure brings the earth’s age “in 
reasonable accord” with. revised 
astronomical estimates that the 


universe is five billion years old, 
plus or minus a either 
way. 


4,200,000,000-year  esti- 
mate for the earth’s age was re- 
ported as the “probable best new 
figure” in a paper submitted by 
D. W. Allen of the geophysics

Because of West Germany’s 
fight to gain NATO member- 
ship, diplomats feared Mendes-

Mendes-France proposed lim- 
iting the German army to 12 
divisions or equivalents, an act 
that further angered the West 
Germans.

Hardaway Cites Limited Escape 
Roads From City in Bomb Alert 


Civil Defense Chief Says Only Seven Major 


Highways to Rural Areas Are 
Available for Evacuation. 


Only seven major highways 
are available to carry St. Louis- 
ans out of the danger area and 
into rural Missouri in event of 
a threatened H-bomb blast over 
the downtown area, the St. 
Louis office of civil defense re- 
ported today. 

Brig. Gen, F. P Hardaway, 
civil defense director, in a prog- 
ress report said the only way to 
prevent disastrous traffic jams 
in the outskirts of the urban 
area would be to create “stag- 
ing areas” at a reasonably safe 
distance,, where some vehicles 
would be parked temporarily, 
permitting other traffic to flow 
smoothly into the country 

The evacuation survey by 
Hardaway’s office is based— 
somewhat optimistically—on an 

assumption that the maximum 
warning time before a bombing 
would be five or six hours. 
Hardaway conceded that the 
time might and probably would 
be much less. 

“Within the urban area (10 to 
15 miles out from downtown) the 
number of roads is much great- 
er, about 18, with the result that 
traffic can get to the outer lim- 
its of these roads in about four 


and a half hours,” the report 
said. 
“There, however, a_ bottle-

dle from 18 to 7 and the num- 
ber of traffic lanes from 56 to 
14. If these. bottlenecks are not 


“Therefore, they must be re- 
‘lieved and the only feasible way 
to do this is to divert a portion 
of the traffic, probably about 75 
per cent, off these roads into 
what may be called staging areas. 

“Then, as the bottlenecks dis- 
appear, traffic from the staging 
areas can be fed back onto the 
roads, but that will consume a 
period of 20 hours or more, well 
beyond the time that the bomb 


strike can be expected to occur.” 
This means, the report con- 
tinued, that the staging areas 
would have to be around 15 
miles out, since the best infor- 
mation available indicates that 
in a zone 15 to 20 miles from 


‘an H-bomb blast center there 


would be only slight damage 
with 1 per cent fatalities. 
Hardaway pointed out that the 
major botflenecks on the seven 
chief highways leaving the urban 
area consist of bridges over the 
Missouri and Meramec rivers. 
Only one such highway — Man- 
chester road—does not cross a 
river, and even this road dwin- 
dles to two lanes in the vicinity 
of the town of Manchester, west 
of Kirkwood. 

The civil defense planners es- 
timated that about 300,000 auto- 
mobiles would start heading out 
of the urban area in event of a 
bomb warning. Of these, about 
32,000, or slightly more than 10 
per cent, would be destined to. 
Illinois points via the Mississippi 
river bridges. 

In Addition to Other Routes. 

Hardaway said many Iilinois- | 
hound vehicles would be shunt- 
ed away from the downtown 
bridges and would cross the 
river over the Lewis and Clark 
and Chain of Rocks bridges on 
the north and Jefferson Bar- 
racks Bridge on the _ south. 
Routes leading to these bridges 
are in addition to the seven in- 
tended for evacuation into rural 
Missouri. 

“Of course,” the report sald, 
“the question will always arise, 
‘Suppose the enemy drops the 
bomb five or 10 miles west of 
the downtown area, what then?’ 

“In that case staging areas 25 
or 30 miles out would be better 
but that is out of the question 
and the risk must be taken. The 
perfect plan will never be de- 
veloped. The present task of 
civil defense is to save just as 
many hundreds of thousands of 
people as can be saved by hav- 
ing, at lesst, a reasonable plan.”

TIGHTER DRAFT RULES

DENVER, Sept. 21 (AP) —

tive order stipulating that a stu- 
dent entering graduate school in 
Ha class beginning on or after 
next Jan. 1 must either be in 
the upper one-fourth of his class 
in his last undergraduate year, 
or attain a score of 80 on the 
qualification test required by se- 
lective service regulations. Here- 
tofore, to qualify for deferment, 
a’ student was required either 
to be in the upper one-half of 
his class or attain a mark of 75 
on the qualification. test. 

A statement said the effect of 
the order’ “is to assure that a 
student Who is deferred from 
military service possesses fully 
acceptable scholastic qualifica- 
tions whose development could 
benefit both the nation and the 
individual.”

Since the writer had been to 
Quemoy and looked over the de- 
fenses and the Generalissimo 
had not he was very much in- 
terested in my impressions. I 
said that although very exten- 
sive defenses had been prepared 
with underwater obstacles and 
successive lines of entrench- 
ments the heart of the defense 
still must depend upon mobile 
reserves. that could be rushed to 
any threatened point. 

Generalissimo agreed, 
adding that there was only one 
battalion of tanks on the island 
and more would be of great 
help in a mobile defense. Tanks 
were hard to get, he said. He 
concurred in my description of 
the Red problem in attacking 
Quemoy, that due to the short 
over-water distances between 
Quemoy and Amoy and the 
mainland an attack on Quemoy 
was more like a river crossing 
than an amphibious landing. 

-The Red artillery, he agreed, 
could cover the beaches to pro- 
tect a landing, making it neces- 
sury to depend for the major 
ceofense on artillery fire, aerial 
bombing and a counter-offen- 
sive by. reserves.

He suffers without 
any doubt from the curse of 
people who are long in high 
places. The staffs of persons in 
positions of great power tend 
to furnish one-sided reports to 
discredit anyone who might re- 
place them near the great man 
and to keep from him much 
that is unpleasant that he should 
know. . 

Throughout much of his career 
the Generalissimo has carefully 
conérolied the pewer of his sub- 
ordinates. He has. played one 
agains, the other: so that no 
rival to his position’could arise. 

The late Gen. Stilwell told 
this writer on his way home 
from relief of his assignment in 
China that it was for this reason 
the Generalissimo would not let 
him build the Chinese armies 
into a first-rate fighting force. 
The air force, yes, since this 
was no threat in the hands of 
a war lord but an effective 
modern army in the hands of 
an ambitious commander could 
not be tolerated. 

These problems are now past. 
It is the Generalissimo himself 
who inspires confidence. In con- 
gressional circles he has no 
rival. 

For better or woreg the United

I wonder iow many people neted 
a recent advertisement by South- 
western Bell Telephone Co, . advet- 
tising long distance rates ween 
St. Louis and various college towns? 

The magnanimity of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission is evident 
when one compares intrastate rates 
with interstate rates. 

For instance, for the same 70 cents 
that it costs to call Kirksville or 
Springfield, Mo., from St. Louis, it is 
possible to phone Chicago or Evans- 
ton, lll., or Lawrence, Kan. 

It costs only 50 cents to call Cham- 
paign, Ill., as against 55 cents to Cape 
Girardeau or Columbia, Mo. And 
Maryville, Mo., costs 85 cents, but 
Notre Dame, Ind.. costs only 75 cents, 
and Manhattan, Kan., only 80 cents. 

If the high intrastate rates are jus- 
tified. as our rmaunificent Public Serv- 
ice Commission indicates, do they 
imply that the interstate regulatory 
bodies are lax and unjust? 

Or could it be that the interstate 
bodies are closer to justice and the 
Missouri Public Service Commission 
is guilty of approving rate charges 
and increases which constitute a 
hardship on Missouri consumers?

Overture at the U.N. 

The new session of the U.N. General Assembly 
opens as others have openéd before it. Ostensi- 
bly Soviet Russia is straining every nerve to gain 
the admission of Communist China. At the same 
time American diplomats apparently are ready 
to die at the barricades to prevent that from 
happening. i 

This deathless drama has become almost as 
much a part of the Assembly sessions as the 
overture to an opera. But there is more than one 
reason to suspect a certain hollowness in 
ritual on both sides. | 


On the Soviet side, Russian interests are prob- 
ably better served by the annual contest than 
they would be by actual admission of Communist 
China to the U.N. So long as Peiping remains 
excluded, Russia can claim to speak for the 
Chinese, can pose as China’s champion and pro- 
tector, can discourage the development of direct 
relationships between China and the West. 

The Russians might be as disappointed as any- 
body if the General Assembly some day deprived 
them of their issue by seating the representatives 
of Peiping. 

On the American side, it should be clear by 
now that our diplomats are moved not so much 
by the merits of the issue as by domestic political 
pressures. Now that the shooting has stopped in 
Korea and Indochina, new reasons for opposing 
Red China’s admission must be found, and so 
Ambassador Lodge cites 39 “acts of piracy” by 
the Peiping regime. But it is generally under- 
stood that his primary concern is to placate 
Senator Knowland, Senator McCarthy, and oth- 
ers who have threatened a campaign to break 
up the U.N. if Communist China ever gets in. 


Four years ago Secretary Dulles wrote that 
Communist China should be admitted to the U.N. 
if it proved its ability to govern. The U.N., he 
said, “will best servé the cause of peace if its 
Assembly is representative of what the world 
actually is, and not merely representative of the 
parts which we like.” 


This is undoubtedly the dominant sentiment 
among United Nations members. Yet as each ses- 
sion of the Assembly convenes, the old story re- 
peats itself—the Russians for reasons of world 
politics, and the Americans for reasons of do- 
mestic politics, locked in forensic combat over 
an essentially false issue. 


If the Chinese Communist Government really 
wants to be admitted to the U.N., it could do a 
lot-very quickly to reassure the member nations 
that are to do any voting. The Peiping regime 
could change its tactics from trouble-making and 
obstruction to co-operation and genuine partici- 
pation in world affairs: on the side of peace. If 
the applicant will prove its worthiness to be a 
member of an international organization dedi- 
cated to the settlement of disputes by pacific 
means, the idea of membership will not be so 
repugnant to millions of Americans. 

When will a statesman come along who can 
devise a workable solution to this stale and 
profitless controversy?

France’s Second-Best Plan 

A rather cool silence was Washington’s first 
reaction to the Mendes-France substitute for the 
European Detense Community. And it might be 
well to carry this wait-and-see attitude at least 
to the London conference which is to open next 
Monday. 

In general, the French proposal seems a not- 
too-bad ‘second-best formula in place of EDC. 
Mendes-France is said to be following the lines 
of the Brussels treaty of 1948, the very arrange- 
ment which British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden suggested as the most promising model for 
a substitute for EDC. The real test, however, lies 
not in general principles but in the details of 
the proposed international defense agreement; 
and these will be subject to negotiation in 
London. 7 

Mendes-France’s demands at that meeting no 
doubt will reflect his own ideas of what the 
French parliamentarians can be persuaded to 
accept. In fairness to him, he has no easy task 
there: almost any plan for German rearmament 
sounds to most French deputies like a proposal 
made in a Southern legislature to repeal states’ 
rights. 

The French premier has indicated rather clear- 
ly that he deems the achievement of a substitute 
for EDC as a highly desirable, if not absolutely 


necessary preliminary to approval by his govern- | 


ment of NATO membership for Germany. This 
is a delicate point, especially in view of all the 
talk in Bonn of direct admission of Germany to 
this organization. If, such a move were to en- 
counter a French veto, a German contribution to 
the grand alliance of the West would be set back 
even more seriously than it was by the rejection 
of EDC. 

Fortunately there does seem to be one key to 
the dilemma: strong and specific assurances to 
France by Great Britain and the United States 
that they will keep adequate military forces on 
the continent. Because the United States is not 
a European nation and because Britain’s first in- 
terest is the Commonwealth, neither govern- 


ment has been Inclined to membership in a con- 
tinental defense establishment. But they can 
give certain gua such an establishment.

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Now in September 

Attorney General Brownell has ordered a spe- 
cial grand jury investigation of Clyde L. Powell 
and the FHA scandals, and this is an occasion to 
roll back the pages of the calendar. 

Last April 13 Powell resigned as assistant 
housing commissioner and the public learned 
that the apartment house insurance program 
which he had supervised under a Democratic Ad- 
ministration had permitted huge windfall profits 
to private builders. 

Last April 17 Powell appeared before the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee and refused to testify 
about the case. 

Last April 27 Senator Byrd, Virginia Demo- 
crat who helped to expose the FHA deals, de- 
manded that the Justice Department take “im- 
mediate action” against Powell. 

Now in September, five months after the story 
came to light, five months after Powell virtually 
challenged his investigators to take him to court 
and Senator Byrd demanded that they do so— 
and after five long months of a continued story 
which has already served Republican campaign- 
ers handsomely—Attorney General Brownell is 
finally putting the matter before a grand jury. 

That is where the Powell case and federal 
housing scandals belong. Either the law was 
broken or it was not and it is time for justice 
to say where the blame for the FHA scandals 
lies. 

The puzzle now is why Mr. Brownell let five 
months elapse before ordering his delayed ac- 
tion, and then finally scheduled the grand jury 
inquiry for the month before the national elec- 
tions. A lot of political mileage has been run 
up on the Powell case in five months, Yet, like 
the two-door sedan on the second hand lot, it 
appears only slightly used. Still good trans- 
portation. 


A Look at the American League 

Having sort of taken our eye off the American 
League this season—with no Browns to cheer— 
we decided to catch up when word leaked 
through to us that the Indians had won the AL 
pennant, that the Yankees were not as of yore. 
And were we surprised! 

It was impressive that, as of Monday, the 
Clevelands had won 108 games, the New Yorks 
an even 100, and the White Sox 92. That indi- 
cated what some old-time sperts writers would 
call “torrid pace.” Equally impressive was the 
possibility that the third-place American League 
team might wind up with more games won than 
Mr. Durocher’s New York Giants. 

But cause for consternation was the record of 
the Boston Red Sox, in the first division if in 
fourth place, with only 64 games won and 4342 
games behind the Indians. If you can be 4314 
games out and still in the first division, what has 
happened to the national sport? 

Nor was the intimation of crisis lessened by 
the discovery that the Red Sox were 314 games 
farther from first place in théir league than the 
eighth-place Pittsburgh Pirates, only 40 games 
from the National League pennant. This is a 
rather hopeless spot so late in the season, but 
could the Pirates probably clamor for a first- 
division cut in the world series money, seeing as 
they had done better than the Red Sox? 

We leave this and sundry other grave possi- 
bilities to the great minds of the game. But it 
does seem that the great minds—especially the 
American League great minds—should go into 
high gear. Or should we just forget all about 
the Red Sox; assume, perhaps, that they were 
blown away by that hurricane?

Ending a 40-Year Row 


The most lengthy jurisdictional dispute in 
trade union history has been settled—on paper 
at least. After some 40 years of bitter conflict, 
the AFL Machinists and Carpenters’ unions have 
agreed on a detailed plan for ending the frustrat- 
ing wrangle over which union should have the 
right to install, repair, set and dismantle 
machinery. 

The agreement not only spells out the exact 
areas in which each union shall enjoy jurisdic- 
tion; it also sets up a procedure for settling spe- 
cific disputes. How effective this device will be 
remains to be seen. But the very fact that it ex- 
ists at all is a sign of good faith. Among reason- 
able men that is the first ingredient for tran- 
quility, especially in $0 touchy a field as union 
jurisdiction. | 

Earlier, the carpenters had agreed‘ with three 
other AFL internationals—the Teamsters, Oper- 
ating Engineers and the Hod Carriers & Build- 
ing Laborers—that there shall be no more work 
stoppages arising from jurisdictional disputes in 
highway and heavy construction. Here again, 
time will be the test. 

In any case these all are signs that leaders of 
the AFL’s autonomous internationals are con- 
cerned over what one official described as the 
“black eye” that the jurisdictional rows have 
given organized labor. The jurisdictional dispute 
not only is resented by the public; it is frustrat- 
ing to the employer and most difficult for the 
unions to justify. To eliminate it makes good 
sense, good business and good public relations. 
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Taxes Up on MacArthur Bridge 

St. Clair county’s increase of some $43,000 in 
St. Louis’s tax bill for the east approach to 
MacArthur Bridge suggests that the fees charged 
to railroads for use of the span should be in for 
review when the five-year contract with them is 
renewed. . 

‘The long railroad approach from the east is 
the principal reason why St. Louis pays so much 
more to St. Clair county in taxes on MacArthur 
bridge than St. Clair county pays to St. Louis in 
taxes on Veterans’ Memorial bridge. The ascent 
must be gradual to allow trains to climb to the 
railroad deck. 

This being so, and the railroads’ payments to 
the city of St. Louis now bearing some 80 per 
cert of the St. Clair county taxes on the Mac- 
Arthur bridge, there would seem to be a strong 
ease for passing on to the railroads that 
proportion, at least, of the tax increase.

JAKARTA. 
Indonesia's co-operative movement, 
long under Communist fire here, has 
matured into a going concern and is one 


of the brightest spots in an otherwise 


bleak economic outlook. 

The development of this movement 
here is phenomenal. Latest figures show 
that there are more than 8000 co-oper- 
atives in operation today and that they 
boast a total membership of almost 
1,500,000, largely peasants. 

In the prewar Dutch colonial era 
there were only 500 co-operatives in the 
country, and their 
membership was a 
meager 50,000. 

“Indeed,” said 
Vice President Mo- 
hamed Hatta, “this 
progress is gladen-

Mr. Hatta, the 
sponsor and guiding 
influence behind 
the co-operative 
movement, feels 
very strongly that

“A new economy can only be estab- 
lished if there is a steady creation of 
capital among the common people,” he 
says.

Sources of Capital 


Capital for national development is 
one of the chief dilemmas facing Asia 
today. 

It-can be acquired in four ways: (1) 
By investment, which often runs 
against the strong nationalist currents 
of the day; (2) by aid programs from 
the United N: through the Colom- 
bo Plan or by American assistance, often 
limited by politics and irregular in 
scope; (3) by the ruthless application of 
forced atid peasant collectivization, the 
seasoned Communist method; (4) or 
through the slow ‘but steady and demo- 
cratic ent of a grass-roots co- 
operative movement at home. 

Indonesia has chosen the latter course. 

In the past three years, for example,

“It is the very poverty of our people, 
their very lack of spending capacity, 
which has prompted us to advise them 
to strengthen themselves through asso- 
ciation in a co-operative organization,” 
Mr. Hatta said. “Co-operation is the 
one and only way for a weak economy to 
become strong.” 


Deep-Rooted Theory 


This theory of a co-operative economy 
dates back to the early origins of the 
Indonesian national movement at the 
turn of this century. It is deep rooted 
in Islamic thought. In 1945, when the 
Indonesians proclaimed independence, 
their provisional constitution, even in 
those. confused days of revolutionary 
struggle, laid down the principle that 
the “national economy shall be or- 
ganized on a co-operative basis.” 

Since independence four years ago, 
this theme has been somewhat blurred 
by.the scramble here for y patron- 
age and export-import licenses, the 
“sure way to quick riches.” 

Many capable Indonesians have de- 
serted their people to take part in this 
scramble. Others have organized self- 
styled political parties and organizations 
which seek to achieve a national econ- 
omy overnight by the simple expedient 
of banishing all foreigners in commerce 
here, notably Dutch and Chinese. Still 
others have borrowed heavily from the 
Government on the basis of family or 
party connections to start, for example, 
newspapers. There are 21 dailies in 
Jakarta today and a new addition to 
the press is expected in ae. 

These open evidences of doral cor- 


ruption have not deterred leaders like 


Mr. Hatta from continuing to push the 
development of the co-operatives among 
the rice-planting peasantry. 

Greatest progress to date has been 
made among credit co-operatives with 
producer and consumer co-operatives 
following behind. Present plans call for 
concentration in the development of pro- 
ducer, co-operatives since Indonesia is 
chi @ primary producer and func- 
tions in this role in the world economy.

From a childhood interest in the 
Civil War, nurtured by research over 
the years, the author turns in retire- 
ment from a distinguished career ‘as 
lawyer and insurance company president

A spokesman for KETC ex- 
plained that reception in outer 
fringes of the St. Louis Metro- 
politan District may be im- 
proved. by an oscillator adjust- 
ment on receiving sets to per- 
mit finer tuning of higher 
channels on the very high fre- 
quency band. 


KETC power is expected to be 
increased, the spokesman said, 
but high band antennas may be 
necessary for best reception in 
outlying areas. Viewers with in- 
side aerials were advised to 
shorten the aerial rabbit ears. 


Dedicatory Program. 


The station came on at 9 p.m. 
with a dedicatory program en- 
titled, “Open for Discussion.” 
The first voice, that of Shelby 
Storck, master of ceremonies for 
evening programs, announced: 
“You are watching KETC.” 


The television camera then 
took the audience on a tour of 
the station’s facilities, showing 
inside shots of studios in Mc- 
Millan Hall at Washington Uni- 
versity and motion picture views 
of the erection of the 600-foot 
transmitting tower at 3031 Bert- 
hold avenue. The tower and the 
ground on which it stands were 
contributed by St. Louis Uni- 
versity. 


Staff members explained the 
station’s scope of programming, 
which will include daytime 
school training for children and 
nighttime educational entertain- 
ment for adults. 


Irwin (Sonny) Fox, conductor 
of “The Finder” program which 
will go on the air next Monday, 
explained how he will search 
for constructive things, people 
and places and bring them to 
television viewers. He intro- 
duced one of the stars of his 
show, “Henry the Humming 
Bird,” whose voice is really that 
of Mrs. Fox.

B AGAINST GRUNEWALD 


Influence Peddler Indicted 
in Brooklyn Over Tax 
Fraud Inquiry. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (UP)— 


The indictment charged Grune- 
wald lied to a grand jury in- 
vestigating tax frauds in the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau and other 
Government agencies. 


Grunewald, of Chevy Chase, 
Md., also is under indictment in 
Washington on charges that he 
lied 10 times before a grand 
jury there and before a House 
Ways and Means subcommittée 
investigating tax scandals. 


Grunewald’s trial in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia case is set for 
Nov. 15. He is scheduled to 
plead to the Brooklyn indict- 
ment Sept. 27. 


Conviction of perjury charges 
carries a maximum penalty. of 
$2000 fine and five years im- 
prisonment, 


Today’s indictment was re- 
turned to United States District 
Judge Mortimer W. Byers in 
Brooklyn. The five counts 
charged that Grunewald lied 
when he testified before the 
grand jury that: 

1. He never received any 
money for exerting any in- 
fluence on government offi- 
cials in connection with tax 
cases. 

2. He never heard of the 
tax case involving Pattullo 
Modes, Inc., a New York dress 
firm, until he read a news-— 
pagee item about it, 

. He was not instrumental 
in averting criminal prosecu- 
tions in tax cases. 

4. He never discussed tax 
cases with. Max Halperin, New 
York attorney. 

5. On Sept. 11, 1952, he did 
not tax cases with Hal- 
perin.

“If the U.S.S.R. should win 
the industrial power race; the 
price tag for nuclear F gsepes re- 
actors will be high. So high in- 
deed that the purchaser will be 
forced to relinquish his ‘birth- 
rights and civil liberties in ex- 
change for nuclear — electric 
power. This must not happen. 
What a tragedy it would be if 
world leadership in this field 
fell by default into Soviet 
hands.” 
Murray, former New York in- 
ventor and engineer, said that 
United States atomic power de- 
velopment so far doesn’t rank 
with other outstanding achieve- 
ments of American science and 
industry.” Despite a “necessary 
preoccupation” with weapons 
development, he said “we could 
have done more.” 

He noted that the United 
States has only one operating 
power reactor—at Arco, Idaho— 
and this, he said, was built only 
because of miiltary necessity. 

President’s Program. 

Muray recalled President Ei- 
senhower’s announcement on 
Labor day that the United States 
is creating an international 
atomic pool with its allies to 
spur peaceful use of atomic 
power.

The air and ground’search for 
Fred W. Gray, 3909A Labadie

have him learn at our ex- - 
pense. He could ruin us.” 
RP. ORs: 

“I AM REALLY SUR- 
PRISED,” replied her 
friend. “In other words, 
money is a serious matter, 
but education isn’t. Money should be handled by experts, 
but education is safe in the hands of the uneducated. Now 
my view is different. My boy is going back to that school 
because it is run by professional men who have training, 
experience and judgment. I wouldn't let your son draw up 
my will, or fill my téoth, or remove my appendix. By the 
same token, I don’t. want his amateurish direction of my 
son’s education.” .

Knowl- 
edge is power. Vagueness is not power. I sometimes won- 
der why parents like you pay tuition? I think it is really 
@ gyp. If your son is smart enough to run the school, why 
do you send him to school? The teachers ought to pay him.”

THE ABOVE is from an actual conversation. I,am in- 
clined to agree with the second woman. The mistakes in 
my education were my own. I studied what.I wanted and 
where I wanted. The only kind word I can say for myself 
is that I always studied seriously, even though my choices 
were erra But in the end, life took me by the ear and 
led me up to my errors and forced me to rectify them the 
long hard way. In some respects I am still paying the 
price for early mistakes. I did indeed learn by the trial- 
and-error method, but I learned, as most people do, too 
late. Eventually, however, I acquired some of the facts 
I had tried to by-pass. 

This public confession comes in response to a com- 
mittee report recently published by the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology—of all places!

They molded Voltaire into a great stylist, a verbal 
fencer, a cultivated man. I suspect that they often wished 
in later years that they had been able to kill his creativity.

Peach Dessert

PEACH MELBA, OR PEACHES SERVED ANY OTHER WAY, WILL 
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BRING DELIGHT TO EVERY PALATE. 


RESH peaches are trumps 
just now, and they will take 
the trick every time when 
served for breakfast or lunch 
or dinner. Few will object to 
their every use when they 
are reasonably priced, as they 
will be when locally plentiful. 


Often, it is economical and 
worthwhile to buy this fruit by 
the basket when it is firm, as 
it ripens well at room tempera- 
ture. After ripening, the peaches 
should, of course, be stored in 
the refrigerator. When just at 
the right point for use, peaches 
will peel easily with the aid of 
a blunt edge of a knife. If used 
in quantity, as for instance in 
making jam, they may be dipped 
— in and out of boiling 
water. 


For table service, peaches 
should be peeled and sliced just 
before they are to be ‘used, as 
exposure to the air will darken 
the fruit. The very phrase 
“peaches and cream” is sweet 
to our ears. Most of us like 
sugar in addition to cream that 


is most often used plain but. 


which, of course, may be 
whipped if you like. The latter 
is often chosen for service with 
shortcake, or cobblers.

home. You certainly think

Anything that must be taken 
from the mouth and put back on 
your plate can be dealt with 
quite simply: If it went in on a 
spoon, it comes out on a spoon 
(like peach and cherry stones in 
a cooked compote.) If it goes in 
by hand, it comes out by hand~ 
grape stones, or olive pits, or 
bits of nutshell, for example. 
Fish bones are the exception; 
though put in by fork, they’re to 
be removed by hand. 

Anything served in a cup with 
handles should be drunk from 
the cup. You might sip one 
spoonful of coffee or soup; after 
that, drink it. If the soup con- 
tains vegetables or noodles, fin- 
ish them with a spoon after 
you've drunk the soup. 
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AS SOON as you have finished 
eating, place your fork and 
knife across the middle of your 
plate in line with the edge of 
the table. Handles go to the 
right, ends inside the rim of the 
plate, fork nearer the table edge. 
Tines of the fork should be up- 
ward, and the edge of the knife 
blade toward the table edge. 


One last rule bears emphasis: 
Avoid anything that appears 
pretentious. Perfect example of 
the pretentious is the little fin- 
ger crooked away from cup or 
spoon. Such “refinement” is ex- 
aggerated, and exaggeration of 
any sort goes counter to good 
manners and graciousness.

ANY people mistake them 

for Waves. Some think 

they’re airline hostesses. 
Just the other day a woman 
asked one of them what time 
the next bus left for Lambert 
Field, seemed quite indignant 
that she didn’t know. All in all, 
Patricia Murphy and Phoebe 
Blunk will be happy when peo- 
ple catch on to the idea that 
they’re police officers. 

They’re the first women ever 
to wear police uniforms in the 
city of St. Louis, so naturally 
it’s been a surprise to the pub- 
lic, and sometimes a nasty 
shock to the man who finds he’s 
getting a ticket from a neat 
blonde. 

Officers Blunk and Murphy 
haven't had time to worry about 
public adjustment, however. 
They've got problems of their 
own. Mainly their aching feet. 

“I thought I’d be an old wom- 
an before my time,” says Officer 
Murphy. “The blisters and swol- 
len feet I had those first few 
days. I’ve alway worh high heels 
and these cube jobs, I don’t 
know.” 

“And the cold,” says Officer 
Blunk. “We don’t have jackets 
yet, just these short sleeved 
shirts. A couple of mornings last 
week, our goose bumps had 
goose bumps.” 


“We've been threatening to 
get stoles to wear,” put in Offi- 
cer Murphy. 

“Bright red ones,” said Offi- 
cer Blunk darkly. 


The smart tailor-made uni- 
forms for the new traffic offi- 
cers consist of navy blue skirts 
(they “pick up” everything, say 
the girls, as they brush - im- 
patiently at lint), light blue 
shirts. black neckties, black 
leather shoes with heels and 
toes in, and navy overseas caps. 
(“We're still not used to them,” 
—Officer Murphy. “First oppor- 
tunity and they’re off,”—Officer 
Blunk.) : ' 


Uniforms do have one advant- 
age, they admit. 

“I never worry about what 
I’m going to wear the next day, 
that’s. for sure,” says Officer 
Blunk. 


Prior to their transfer to the 
traffic division last month, both 
policewomen did plain clothes 
work on juvenile delinquency, 
liquor violation, and narcotics 
cases. It is no secret that the 
transfer to traffic was not popu- 
lar with the women on the force; 
in fact, one of them, Mrs. Viola 
Messerli, resigned because of it. 

Officers Murphy and Blunk 
feel they’ll get used to their new 
pavement pounding duty even- 
tually but indicate that it’s a 
tame come-down from the jobs 
they used to have. 

Both of them have been on 
the force three -years. Mfrs. 
Blunk, a Beaumont High School 
graduate, worked in the long 


distance office of the telephone 
company and as an advertising 
agency receptionist. Patricia 
Murphy, who graduated from 
Rosati Kain and attended St. 
Louis University a while, had 
worked in offices at the Wa- 
bash Railway, Western Weighing 
and Measuring Bureau, and the 
Army Finance Center. 


Both answered a police de- 
partment ad in July 1951 and 


were among eight women se- * 


lected, five of whom are still on 
the force. “ 


Although many other cities 
have had policewomen for years, 
they were the first to do police 
work here. They were given the 
same training as men in the use 
of firearms and judo. Much of 
their usefulness lay in the fact 
that they could make purchases 
from narcotics pushers, out of 
bounds tavern owners and other 
illegal operators without arous- 
ing suspicion.

N narcotics cases, the contact 

had usually been made by the 

FBI and the policewomen 
were assigned to act as purchas- 
ers. One of Officer Blunk’s 
worst experiences, she says, oc- 
curred the time her FBI part- 
ner didn’t show up on time. 


—~ “There I was sitting in a car 


with this pusher and he was get- 
ting nervous,” she says. “He 
kept twisting this long piece of 
wire this way and that and I 
was wondering if he was sus- 
picious and ‘wha hoppen’ if he 
was.” 

One of their favorite “inter- 
esting experiences” occurred the 
time the two of them were as- 
signed to get into a club. 


“It was supposed to be a 
private political athletic club 
but we had reports they were 
selling liquor to everybody,” 
Mrs. Blunk says. “They knew all 
the police officers and wouldn’t 
let them in,.and nobody thought 
we could get in either, but they 
said go out there and try.” 


“We went up to the door and 
there was a bunch of wise guys 
standing out ,in front, half 
drunk,” Officer Murphy con- 
tinues. “They said Hi and we 
said Hi. We went up to the 
door and someone opened it and 
said, ‘Who are you?’ and these 
fellows yelled out, “They’re okay, 
they're friends of ours.’ We 
walked in and there was a bunch 
of fellows playing cards. Oh 
man, they were ugly looking 
brutes.” 

“And I ran into a cab 
driver I knew and we were 
dodging him all over the place,” 
Officer Blunk recalls. 

“We had to pour the drink 
into a bottle as evidence and 
we started to the ladies room,” 
Officer Murphy continues, “but 
it was occupied, so some obliging 
character told us to go into the 
men’s room and promised to 
watch so no one went in. Boy, 
were they disillusioned when

North’s raise to two no-trump 
was questionable because the 
combined hands did not figure 
to have the point-value for a no- 
trump game. North himself had 
only 10 high-card points, and 
presumably, South did not have 
16—or he would have opened 
with one no-trump. However, 
North felt that South might have 
16 points—as he did have—but 
lacked the heart stopper for an 
original no-trump. What saved 
North was that South had un- 
derbid on the second round. 

West .opened the jack of dia- 
monds and South héd little 
choice but to win the trick. South 
then took time out to consider 
his questionable prospects. In 
sight were two top spades, two 
hearts, one diamond and two 
clubs, and it was pretty obvious 
that this seven-trick total could 
only be augmented in the heart 
suit. But if, in establithing the 
hearts, East were allowed to get 
on lead, a diamond return would 
be most uncomfortable for de- 
clarer, 

The crux, then, was to estab- 
lish hearts without letting East 
in, and South would have to 
find a very favorable heart break 
to accomplish that end. Also, 
he would have to use care to 
exploit any such favorable break. 

South found the break and 
the winning method. He led 
a heart toward dummy, and when 
West played low, put up the king. 
Then he returned to a club hon- 
or and led his second heart. West 
could not ward off what was 
impending. If he had put up 
the queen, South would have 
made him a present of the trick; 
and when West actually played 
the nine, declarer won with the 

ace and, as the only chance, led 
a third round of hearts. Unable 
to avoid the lead, West could 
do nothing to break the contract.
